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DO YOU SUFFER FROM MORBUS SABBATTICUS?

In the afternoon he feels much better and is able to take a walk, an auto- 
mobile ride, go to town or just lounge around. He retires early, unless friends 
come in. He gets up Monday morning and feels well, goes to work, and never 
feels any symptoms of this illness until the next Sunday morning The 
peculiar features are: 

1. It attacks those who should be at the services. 

2. It never makes its appearance except on Sunday. 

3. The symptoms vary but never interfere with appetite or sleep. 

4. It never lasts more than 24 hours. 

5. It generally attacks the head of the family or the key person in the 
quarters and spreads until everyone else is affected. 

6. No physician is ever called. 

7. It always proves fatal to the soul. 

8 No remedy is known for it except prayer and repentance. 

9. Real heartfelt salvation is the only antidote. 

10. If you have been suffering from Morbus Sabbatticus, break the fever 
and attend the service of your choice this Sunday.

The National Foundation for Infantile Paralysis, already doing research, 
giving patient aid, and education, is starting to fight the fourth front against 
polio — PREVENTION. It provides necessary aid to those who need it, wher- 
ever or whenever polio strikes. 

Men in the Armed Forces are entitled to full medical care and treatment 
in service hospitals. Where hospitals do not have the special equipment or 
trained personnel, the Foundation through the local chapter will cooperate 
by sending specialists in medical care, nursing, and physical therapy. If a 
serviceman is stricken with polio where government medical care is unavail- 
able. the local chapter will give all the necessary assistance until he can be 


sent to a military hospital. 

The National Foundation will make available all assistance to dependents 
of service personnel. Under the policy of the Foundation, the local chapters 
will give assistance to anybody stricken with polio within its assigned area, 
regardless of the legal residence of the patient. 

Assistance to polio victims is not limited to the care given during the 
acute phases of the disease.

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It’s impossible to measure or even imagine the energy expended by all the 
human race in a single day.

Pleasure is a temporary thing which is gone in 
a short time, leaving us more empty than before and more unhappy, too, if 
nothing lasting has been created within us. 

Fortunately it has been provided that we all find happiness in different 
ways, according to our individual abilities and opportunities. The most im- 
portant element is the realization that we are accomplishing something 
worth while and lasting, and are contributing our bit, no matter how small, 
to the well being of others. As surely as this feeling is lacking and we realize 
we are not doing all we should, we are dissatisfied and not happy. God 
intended us to be happy and he put it within our reach. Each person must 
know himself and the opportunities he has, and work from there on. It is 
not easy, requires real effort, and means we will have to choose some things 
for our lives and eliminate others. Even God cannot make us happy — it is 
a creative job each must do for himself.

LT Chester L. Klein 

LT Klein Leaves 
For Distant Post 

LT Chester L. Klein, who has been

Wars thrive on hymns of hate. Their cacophonous melodies blare from 
many pages of Israel’s history. However, at times the tonality changes. The 
shrill trumpet-blast no longer profanes the air. The soothing vibrations of 


the harp afford a welcome variation and suggest a pastoral scene of tran- 
quility or awaken an impulse to look to the hills from whence help cometh. 

Such is the case in the story of David’s life. Pages are filled with tales 
of political intrigue, bloo'dy battle and cruel revenge. Then there appears 
the story of Mephibosheth in which mercy, forgiveness, restoration and love 
are banded in holy alliance. 

King Saul. Prince Jonathan and his two brothers are slain in the battle 
of Gilboa. The victorious Philistines sweep on "to the palace. Under the 
influence of panic, a nurse snatches Jonathan’s son, Mephibosheth, in her 
arms and flees to a craggy hide-out on Mt. Gilead. In her haste she falls 
and the child sustains an injury which cripples him for life. Eventually, 
they find sanctuary in the house of Amiel, a wealthy landowner and an 
ally of David during Absalom’s rebellion. 

David is involved in affairs of state and occupied in waging war on several 
fronts. Though he never forgets his vows to Jonathan, circumstances are 
such that twelve years pass before he inquires if any of Saul’s house are 
alive. It is then that Zeba, an old servant of Saul, informs him of Mephibo- 
sheth’s hiding place. The deformed lad is brought before the king. Naturally, 
he expects to be slain, the fate which usually befalls an heir-apparent of a 
deposed eastern monarch. 

An enlightened benevolence is manifested by David who in a generous 
act of forgiveness not only provides a home in the palace for his rival but 
also honors him with a place at the king’s table. In addition, a portion of 
Saul’s estate is restored to Mephibosheth, and twenty servants are placed 
at his command. 

Here is an historic fact from sacred literature which sheds a welcome 
light on a spiritual reality. For the sake of Christ, God’s beloved son. we 
too are alienated by sin, are sought, forgiven and counted as members of 
the family of God. As the beloved apostle, St. John, so aptly phrases it, 
“Beloved, now are we the sons of God.”

It is to be a prisoner of war — for eight | 
hours. Now he doesn't mind telling 
or his capture, the ensuing night with 
the "Goonies,” and his escape from 
them on a hill called "Betty Grable’s 
Leg.” 

"Howe” Co., 3rd Bn, 7th Marines, 
was exchanging barrages of mortal- 
shells with the enemy, and us Stiehl-

Rios fired his carbine he was hit in 
both arms. A buddy who was killed a 
few minutes later, dragged him into 
a bunker with three other wounded 
men. Being the only one of them who 
could walk, he set out for help. 

“I hadn’t gone far when I felt a 
burp gun in my belly and heard the 
only English words most of the 
Goonies could speak — ’Hands Up!’ 
My captors and I spent part of the 
night ’sleeping’ on a rice paddy. 
When we set out in the early morn- 
ing. we were still being fired on, 
and each time our men fired, tire 
North Koreans and their prisoner 
‘hit the dirt.’”

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PRAYER 

Prayer is taken for granted as part of our national life. Most official occa- 
sions, such as the opening of Congress, are accompanied by prayer. Our 
leaders in official capacity pray for the nation and urge everyone else to 
pray, and our great military leaders by word and example tell us we cannot 
neglect prayer because we are serving our country. We need it even more. 
Men who have gone through combat and other dangerous experiences tell 
us that prayer comes spontaneously and desperately from their hearts at 
such times. Knowing all this, it is strange that most of us pray so rarely 
and some not at all. 

Christ said. “Pray always.’' Prayer is a source of strength, inspiration, and 
even refreshment. The old Romans wondered how the Jewish people could 
accomplish so much since they took a whole day out of each week for prayer. 
For years daily family prayer was accepted as the natural thing, even in 
our country which seems so far away from that now. 

If we find prayer unappealing or tiresome, it is because we do not under- 
stand it. We might say briefly that prayer is a consciousness of our relation- 
ship to God with an attempt to express that understanding by word and 
action. It comes from deep within us and so modifies our whole being. 

But prayer is not merely lifting ourselves toward higher things by our 
own boot straps, so to speak. As by contact with other human beings we 
draw some of their personalities into our own, so by uniting ourselves with 
the Supreme Being in prayer we draw into our souls some of the divine 
Wisdom and Power, and our own weaknesses are overcome, our spiritual 
possibilities perfected. 

We have to learn to pray just as we have to learn to conduct our rela- 
tionships with other people. But this is not so difficult as people imagine. 
Prayer should be a part of our daily life, not something we try clumsily to 
use in emergencies. Even five minutes a day devoted to prayer can give new 
meaning, purpose and strength to anyone. Patients who have long hours 
of idleness and suffering can find in prayer a real source of patience and 
even happiness. Though we pray to honor God we are actually the ones 
who benefit from lifting up our hearts.

After several “falls,” the yourn . 
Leatherneck decided not to get up.' 
He was kicked and prodded, but not : 
for long, before the enemy hurried 
on, apparently leaving him for dead' : 
That ended the corporal’s experienc. , 
as a POW. 

The firing continued as he crawled 
cautiously back toward the hill his 
outfit was defending. He was just 3; 1 
yards from the front line trend 
when an exploding mortar shell L ■ 
him. 

“I looked for my boots and couldn't 
see them. I knew my legs were gone 
but it didn’t hurt. I was paralyzed 
from the waist down.” 

But all that happened last year. 
Now Stiehl-Rios gets around in hi' 
wheelchair, goes to the swimming 
pool, to physio, and on liberty. The 
paralysis has cleared up, and before 
long he will be fitted with artificial 
limbs. He hopes eventually to resume 
his studies at the University of Puer- 
to Rico, where he was a third year 
student majoring in biology when h<“ 
joined the Marines in November 1951

Surgery, medicine, and research will join forces in a new-tvpe physio- 
logico-surgical conference to be held weekly at Oak Knoll. On the panel 
at the first conference Tuesday were LT P. D. Doolan. Chief of Research; 
LT P. R. Schloerb of the Surgical Service, and CAPT R. S. Silvis, who has 
set up the new program and will act as moderator. Captain Bradley and 
a large turnout of staff officers attended the conference Tuesday. 

New Type Conference Conducted At 
Oak Knoll Weekly By CAPT Silvis 


CAPT R. S. Silvis conducted a new 
type conference here Tuesday — a 
physiologtco-surgical conference for 
discussion of the problems of the liv- 
ing. He believes this is the first 
regular weekly conference of its kind 
to be scheduled in the Navy. 

The Chief of Surgery, in his open- 
ing remarks, spoke of the progress of 
surgeons through the anatomical and 
pathological to the physiological con- 
cept of surgery. “The ever-decreasing 
mortality incident to surgery is predi- 
cated primarily upon a.more compre- 
hensive knowledge of physiology 
rather than upon such adjuncts as 
anti-biotics,” he said.

A knowledge of pathology ls intrinsic 
to the appreciation of diseases in the 
living,” the captain said. “This con- 
ference should transcend the CPC. 
nnd It ls my hope that presentation 
of living cases at these conferences 
will decrease the number available 
for CPC’s."

Silvis, as moderator, led a panel com- 
posed of LT P. R. Schloerb, LT H. S.

In the newspapers and over the 
air waves are coining daily and hourly 
announcements of the Crusade foi 
Freedom, yet despite the publicity 
the crusade is receiving, there are 
many who do not know its purpose 01 
its power.

What a spiritual exercise it would be for all of us to sit down occasionally 
and retrace our steps, projecting our imaginations, viewing ourselves as 
others see us. Perhaps that type of spiritual calisthenics would be a little 
rough, but the difference it could make in our Christian outlook would be 
well worth the effort. 

Here then is a great Christian paradox; to see ourselves we must first 
see God through Christ. That was the difficulty with Polonius’ ideas about 
himself when in Shakespeare’s Hamlet he said, “To thine own self be true 
and it must follow as the night the day, thou canst not then be false to 
any man.” Polonius did not realize that one cannot be true to oneself 
without first being true to God.

All the recreation workers have 0 
been busy this week handing out 
mimeographed sheets of paper to 
their patients titled “What to do???”

A Christian philosophy helps one make the proper mental correction. 
Life is neither all laughs or tears but some of both. When good things 
come, the words of St. James are remembered, “Every good gift and perfect 
present is from heaven and comes down from the Father of the heavenly 
lights, about whom there is no variation of changing shadows.” Should 
pain and disappointment come, he does not despair but echoes Paul’s 
words that sounded from a dungeon cell close to the sewers of Rome. “I have 
learned how to be contented. I have been initiated into the secret, in any 
and all conditions, of being well-fed and of going hungry, of having plenty 
and going without. I can do anything through Him who gives me strength.” 
A more modern follower of Christ, George Matheson, during his forty 
years of blindness preached about life’s beauty and God’s graciousness 
and left posterity the beloved hymn, “O love that will not let me go.” He gets 
into God’s scheme of things and is thereby enabled not only to make the 
proper adjustment to the present but also to gain a sense of inner security.

Your $'s Are Going Down the Drain 

Have you ever wished you personally could do something that would 
enable this command to expand its recreational facilities? Well, whether 
you realize it or not, it is within your power to help. 

Have you had a "coke" today? What did you do with the bottle when you 
finished drinking? While you are probing your memory, here are some facts 
and figures you should know: each coke bottle thrown away represents a 
loss of two cents to the Navy, and three and one half cents, to the Coca- 
Cola Bottling Co. 

The days ahead will be warm. More people will be drinking “cokes’’ and 
leaving their bottles on window sills or in trash buckets instead of returning 
them to the case provided. 

If we can curb the haphazard discarding of coke bottles and use the racks 
at the dispensing machines, we may be able to turn that little coke bottle 
into an asset. That two cents per bottle loss can build up into a $150 
to $200 deficit every month — a sum which undoubtedly would be used a 
hundred ways if it were added to rather than subtracted from our Recrea- 
tion fund.

One of the Navy’s well-known Navy 
heavyweight boxers is Bob Sharpe, 
HN, from New York City who arrived 
at Oak Knoll 5 March.

A Coast Guard helicopter landed 
on the baseball diamond Tuesday 
afternoon while a hospital ambu- 
lance. corpsmen, newspaper photog- 
raphers. and an anxious young Navy 
wife awaited the arrival of LTJG 
Robert P. Edwards. USNR. 

The young flier was injured when 
his AD Skyraider crashed in the 
water as he was flying from the USS 
YORKTOWN during maneuvers off 
the coast at Monterey. He is the 232.- 
328th patient admitted to the hos- 
pital and the first to arrive by heli- 
copter. 

The lieutenant, who is attached to 
Squadron VA 95, NAS, Alameda, was 
rescued by a destroyer escort after 
being in the water for only ten min- 
utes. He was transferred to the car- 
rier for medical aid, and since he 
needed specialized orthopedic care 
arrangements were made for his 
transfer here after a helicopter had 
flown over the compound and se- 
lected the ball field as the best place 
for a landing. 

LT Edwards, now resting comfort- 
ably on Ward 69A, feels lucky to be 
here. “Things could be a lot worse,” 
he told his wife, Phyllis, when she 
met him at Oak Knoll “air field.”

Trees have their mortal sickness just like men and come to the end of 
their time, dead in root and in branch. At times, however, like humans, 
they too seem to come to an untimely end as they are laid low by the 
axe or split by the devastating tongue of lightning.

With the same persistence that we 
have destroyed the blighted trees, we nurture the better ones and seek to 
keep them alive. We believe that the roots are still sound and that what 
St. Paul wrote to his troubled Roman followers, “If the roots be holy, so 
will be the branches,” applies to our day too.

for all the services,” he said. 

Dr. Casberg said that in communi 
cation with the Secretary of Defense 
office in Washington the day before 
his visit here he was told that the 
question of dependent care should 
come up in this session of Congress 

“Need is Obvious” 

“The need for such legislation is 
obvious,” the doctor said, “since serv 
ice people move from place to place 
and many times are stationed in 
areas where no civilian medical care 
is available. 

The doctor visited Oak Knoll and 
is touring other Naval Hospitals at 
the request of the Assistant Secre- 
tary of Defense to talk with members 
of the staff— nurses, interns, resi- 
dents, and other staff doctors, both 
reserves and regulars, and get their 
views on the Navy Medical Depart- 
ment. 

He believes the Navy is an excellent 
career with great promise of profes- 
sional progress for a young man, 
but he feels that “stability in regula- 
tions regarding retirement and so- 
called ‘fringe’ benefits” is definitely 
necessary. 

“Should Hold the Line” 

“We should hold the line and not 
change the rules while the ball is in 
play,” the Defense Department con- 
sultant said, referring to recent with- 
drawal of “fringe” benefits that had 
heretofore served as inducements to 
young doctors to choose careers in 
the service. 

‘The 20 -year-retirement. option 
should certainly be reinstated." he 
declared. 

Dr. Casberg, former dean and as- 
sociate professor of surgery at St. 
Louis University School of Medicine, 
St. Louis. Mo., was an Army colonel 
in World War II. He was only recent- 
ly succeeded in the post of Assistant 
Secretary of Defense (Health and 
Medical Affairs) by Dr. Berry, for 
whom he is currently serving as a 
consultant. 

The visiting doctor Is now in pri- 
vate practice in the small Santa 
Barbara county community of Sol- 
vang. He was accompanied on the 
visit to Oak Knoll by Dr. William B. 
Van Valin, who is associated with 
him In practice.

The increase in number of abdominoperineal protectomies, necessary in 
cases of rectal cancer, is probably due to the tremendous increase in number 
of sigmoidoscopic examinations, but the increase in gastrectomies can only 
be explained by saying that more veterans with long-standing gastric ulcers 
are coming in. 

There has been an increase in thyroid and gall bladder operations, a great 
majority of which are performed on dependents. When it was necessary to 
combine the women’s medical and surgical wards a year ago. a new policy 
of discharging women the third day after a thyroidectomy’ and the fourth or 
fifth day after a cholecystectomy, was established. Strangely enough, since 
this policy was adopted, a great increase in both types of operations has been 
noted.

LCDR Yu Choi. 

“Highly intelligent and quick to 
learn, the doctors Kim left me with 
my brain in a whirl many times. True 
gentlemen that they are, I felt hon- 
ored to be called ’Teacher'.” 


Mrs. Pitney found it difficult to use 
re English in two-hour stretches, 
and one of her regular tasks was in- 
terpreting slang expressions the doc- 
tors heard on the compound. “Local 
yokel” is one of their favorites. 

"We had many serious talks, too. 
The doctors were much concerned 
about their beloved country before 
and after the truce was signed, and 
we included in our reading, news- 
paper and magazine articles pertain- 
ing to international affairs,” Mrs. 
Pitney said. 

Judging from the following letter 
addressed to the Red Cross, the doc- 
tors learned their lessons well! 

"It is my deepest pleasure to take 
an opportunity to express my sincere 
gratitude and appreciation for special 
assistance and help rendered by Ameri- 
can Red Cross ( Field Director Miss 
Adams and Gray Lady Mrs. Pitney) 
providing us with wonderful English 
lessons without which we could not 
have improved our English language 
and medical training, but also we could 
not learn the way of democratic life 
and valuable cultures of the United 
States. 

"J sincerely hope that our training 
will be the foundation of everlasting 
friendship between our two countries 
and the bridge of exchange of cultures.

HN Bob Sharpe, Navy Heavyweight 
Boxer Presented Third Commendation 


Corpsman Robert Sharpe of 61A. 
well-known Navy heavyweight boxer, 
last Friday received his third com- 
mendation since 1950. 

The commendation, presented by 
Captain Bradley, read in part. “While 
undergoing a course of instruction at 
US. Naval Hospital Corps School, 
San Diego, as assistant company ad- 
jutant, you demonstrated initiative 
and perseverance in the performance 
of your duties and a quality of lead- 
ership which is considered outstand- 
ing." The letter was signed by RADM 
R. M. Gillett, Commanding Officer at 
San Diego and former Oak Knoll

Bob’s first Navy experience was in 
World War- II when he participated 
In the invasions of Iwo Jima, Saipan, 
and Okinawa while serving abord the 
USS HYDE and USS KERSHAW.

While the nation prepared to celebrate Armed Forces Day, members of 

* that important organization — the Navy Nurse Corps — yesterday celebrated 
1 the 46th Anniversary of its establishment by reporting for duty as usual, 
unaware that 13 May was different from any other day in the year. 

But it was on that day in 1908 that President Taft approved the bill that 
| made the corps an integral part of the Navy. This was not the first time 
1 nurses had served the Navy. Though not an official unit, there were trained 
nurses employed at the Naval Hospital. Norfolk. Va„ in 1898 to care for 
the sick and wounded of the Spanish-American War. They were neither 
enrolled nor enlisted: nor were they sure of being paid. A verbal agreement

He “gallantly led his squad to with- 
i in 50 yards of the outpost trenchline 
and plagued the enemy with sniper 
and grenade fire, continuing this for 
eight hours in the darkness until he 
was ordered to withdraw' to MLR 
heroic actions prevented the enemy 
from preparing necessary defensive 
positions of the outpost — a contrib- 
uting factor in the subsequent retak- 
ing of the vital position by friendly 
forces,” according to the citation, 
part of w’hich is quoted here. 

“Despite having slept only two 
hours, SGT Kalinowski again led his 
squad in a company-size counterat- 
1 tack on the outpost, dauntlessly and 

skillfully maneuvering his unit 

through murderous enemy fire until 
300 meters from the objective. At this 
point, his squad suffered 75 per cent 
casualties. He immediately reported 
this to his superiors and fearlessly 
began the dangerous and difficult 
task of evacuating his wounded 
comrades. He w'as twice blown off his

feet by exploding enemy mortar shells 
but gallantly refusing evacuation, re- 
mained with his men until the last 
one had been moved to safety.” 

On 15 July just two weeks before 
the cease-fire, Kalinowski stepped on 
the land mine that cost him both legs. 

Dr. Nason received the Navy Com- 
mendation medal “for meritorious 
achievement in performance of his 
duties while serving with a Marine 
medical battalion during operations 
against the enemy in Korea from 19 
May to 1 December 1953. 

“Despite numerous adversities, he 
labored long hours in order to sus- 
tain a high degree of efficiency in the 
anesthesia departments of the unit. 
When heavy casualties arrived at his 
medical station, he participated as 
anesthesiologist in operations on over 
360 surgical cases. When the com- 
panies were deluged with patients, 
his devotion to duty and conscien- 
tiousness were outstanding. His con- 
duct and disregard for fatigue during 
this period were prime factors in the 
high morale maintained.”

Oak Knoll reluctantly bid goodbye 
to two Chiefs of Services who depart- 
ed last week for new administrative 
posts.

Oak Knoll will celebrate the 56th 
birthday of the Hospital Corps in the 
CPO Club on 19 June with Navy men 
from all the district activities invited 
to attend. 

Ceremonies will include cutting of 
the birthday cake, and presentation 
to the hospital of the official Hospital 
Corps Flag by Chief Petty Officers of 
the staff. Dancing to the music of 
the Rhythm Kings will complete the 
day’s festivities. 

Outstanding dignitaries who plan 
to attend the event include RADM 
B. W. Hogan, Deputy Surgeon Gen- 
eral of the U. S. Navy and his party, 
and RADM Frederick C. Greaves, 
12th ND Medical Officer. 

The Hospital Corps of the USN is 
the only single staff corps in military 
history to have received a commen- 
dation from the head of the depart- 
ment. The Honorable James Forres- 
tal, Secretary of Defense, commended 
the corps in 1948 for its over-all per- 
formance of service above and be- 
yond the call of duty during World 
War II. 

Founded in 1898 (officially), the 
caduceus-bearing personnel of the 
service were originally called lob- 
lolly” boys and were the surgeon's 
assistants at that time. The term 
loblolly” was given to these assist- 
ants since “loblolly" was a thick gruel 
or porridge and the person serving 
this to patients eventually was 
tabbed with the name. Its first of- 
ficial use appeared iri the 1814 edi- 
tion of Navy Regulations. 

Another term applied to the men 
of the corps was "waister” which 
stemmed from the fact that sick and 
wounded men recuperated in the 
“waist” of the ship, which was usual- 
ly in the forward part of the vessel, 
below the waterline or in the “waist.” 

In June 1861, a Navy Department 
General Order replaced the loblolly 
boy with the male nurse, which 
eventually gave way to the rating of 
“Bayman" in 1873. The Navy Hos- 
pital Corps was established 17 June 
1898 by an Act of Congress and was 
reorganized into the Hospital Corps 


in 1916 providing for the pharmacist 
ratings which continued until 2 
April 1948 when the title was changed 
to Hospital Corpsman. 

The corps, unique in that it is 
composed entirely of enlisted and ex- 
enlisted men, was the first of four 
corps created by Congress to assist 
the Medical Corps in keeping as 
“many men behind as many guns as 
possible.” 

In its history, the Hospital Corps 
has made many sacrifices and earned 
many awards. The following figures 
have been released by the Navy on 
medical personnel serving with the 
Marine Corps during the recent 
Korean conflict: two officers and 83 
enlisted men were killed in action; 
one officer and nine enlisted men 
died of wounds: 16 enlisted were 
missing in action ; and 35 officers and 
935 enlisted were wounded in action. 

Awards and decorations received 
by corpsmen participating in the 
Korean action for outstanding per- 
formance of duty include one Medal 
of Honor (posthumously) ; 17 Navy 
Crosses (three postumously) 92 Sil- 
ver Stars: one Distinguished Service 
Cross; seven Distinguished Flying 
Crosses; three Navy-Marine Corps 
Medals, and 232 Bronze Stars. 

At present there are 23,885 hos- 
pital corpsmen on duty with the 
Navy, of which 865 are WAVES, and 
4,423 Dental Technicians. At Oak 
Knoll there are approximately 701 
Hospital Corpsmen including the 
dental techs and WAVES, of which 
76 are WAVES and 20 are Dental 
Technicians.

A recent issue of the Public Relations Newsletter published by the Navy 
Department Office of Information in Washington published a letter written 
by a midshipman to his fellow midshipmen at Duke University NROTC Un* 
Because it is equally good reading for Navy men of all rates and ranks, d 
for any person who has a job to do, it is reprinted here: 

“To the First Class Midshipmen of the DUKE NROTC Unit: 

“Unless you are radically different from your immediate predecessors, you are looking 
forward to your commissioning in June with a good deal of enthusiasm. Maybe you don't like 
to admit it to your buddies or to yourself, but you arc pretty excited about a few years ir 
the Navy, whether you expect those three years to be the start of a Navy careeT or just the 
fulfillment of your obligated service in the Armed Forces. If so. well and good; you won’t 
be disappointed in your expectation of a completely new and fascinating life. 

“On the other hand, if you are not a prospective career man, your anticipation may b t 
clouded with some bitter regrets that you ever got mixed up with the Navy in the first placf 
You may be regarding your obligated years of service as nothing more than an uncall ed-foi 
interruption of your plans for a civilian career, and if you arc planning to get married, you 
may REALLY be hating the Navy’s guts for messing up your lirst few years with youi 
wife. If, furthermore, you suffer from vague twinges of conscience about the justification for 
participation in organizations of military force, you may be spending half your waking 
.laments wishing that there were some way you could get out of it. 

As one who HAD 
the same attitude — and feels pretty doggone bad about it now — I also urge you as strongly 


as I possibly can not to let that atritude get to be a real part of you, because if you*do,Jyois

You’ll cheat yoursel 
for the simple reason that anyone who goes into a new job with a chip on his shoulder alxui 
it, is going to find it a burden; anyone who goes into a new living situation with the ldei 
that he is not going to like it, won’t like it; anyone Who -pends his time wishing that hi 
were not where he is will miss out on the opportunities offered by that spot. You 11 \o*e 
your status as a free human being and a citizen of the leading nation of the world by 
to live up to your responsibility to share in the struggle for human freedom and God nelj 
us if our liberal education has not made us sec more clearly than ever the moral obligation 
wc have to protect that cause.
